The cotton insurance was car- 
ried with the Marine Fire In- 
surance Company, with the ex- 
ception of the Phinizy cottor, 
which was divided between the 
Liverpool, London and Globe, 
the Hartford, the German- 
American and the Pennsyl- 
vania. 
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up in smoke, and but for the magnificent 
work of the fire department, aided by the 
citizens, the fire would have swept be- 
yond their control and fully eight hun- 
dred thousand dollars of loss would have 
been entailed. 

About 3 o’clock a negro was trucking a 
bale of cotton from one of the compart- 
ments for the Rucker compress, on the 
Georgia railroad, and as the truck rolled 
along the floor it went over a match. 
The match ignited and the little blaze 
fiashed to the cotton, setting it afire. 

Mr. Wylie, who was standing near by, 
stuck his knee in the sample hook hole 
where the fire was, 
thought he had the fire extinguished, but 
it was not. In another moment it had 
spread over the hole and jumped from 
that bale to others near by. It was at 
once apparent that a desperate fight with 
fire was at hand. Under the warehouse 
sheds in the different compartments were 
stored 6,600 bales of cotton, of which num- 
ber Sanders, Swann & Co. had 3,700, Bil- 
lups Phinizy. 1,500 and several other buy- 
ers the balance. Twenty-one hundred 
bales were destroyed. 

Like a Furnace. 

The alarm was rung in, and in less than 
two minutes the department was at hand, 
but in that incredibly short time the 
flames had spread over the entire build- 
ing, and it was a raging furnace.

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LIEUTENANT GENERAL NELSON A. MILES. 
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Declares He’ll Resign if General Staff Bill Becomes 
Law=-Asserts Root Wants to Promote-Favorites. 
Miles May Be Rebuked. 


ASHINGTON, March  20.—The 
W weve of General Miles’  state- 

ments today before the military 
committee of the senate excited great 
interest at the war department when it 
became known there late in the day. 

There was a very general inquiry as 
to whether, by passing the criticisms 
upon various officials General Miles had 
not exposed himself to disciplinary treat- 
ment. The answer to this must be based 
on the exact amount of privilege which 
attaches to testimony given before a com- 
mittee of congress. 

This question arose last week in the 
course of General Hughes’ testimony be- 
fore the senate Philippine committee when 
the general sought to escape answering 
questidns: whieh would* involve criticism 


by ‘him of hie superior officer, General ; 


Otis. It appeared that there was a ya~- 


riance of opinion in the committee aired 


as to how far General Hugbes was at lib- 
erty to violate army rules and properties, 
even in answering the committee ques- 
tions, and the question itself was left un- 
settled. 

Miles Courts Publicity. 

While General Miles did not expect, 
when he gave his testimony, that it would 
be made public in any form, he is now 
willing that it shall be published by the 
committee, making, himself, the broad 
statement that the statements which were 
given to the press as those made by him- 
self before the committee were misrep- 
resentations totally unwarranted and un- 


authorized. 

The omission by the president of his 
usual ride this afternoon and the fact 
that he and Secretary Root were in 
conference for nearly four hours brought 
about the supposition that they were 
discussing General Miles’ testimony. 
This, however, was an erroneous con- 
clusion, for they were talking about an 
army regulation and the secretary was 
unaware of the testimony until he re- 
turned to the war department very late 
in the afternoon. 

Secretary Root exhibited very little feel- 
ing when his attention was called to the 
proceedings before the committee. He 
remarked quietly that he was very sor- 
ry Lieutenant Miles opposed this bill. He 
pointed out that under section 7, of which 
General Miles complained. the lieuten- 
ant general would have greatly enlarged 
powers in army management, instead of 
bein grestricted in his functions, as he 
supposed, 

As to the question whether General 
Miles had said anything which would 
require action at the hands of the de- 
partment or the president the secretary 
firmly declined to express any. opinion 
for the present, at least, preferring to 
await an official copy of the committee 
hearing before reaching any decision. 


What General Miles Said. 

In his statement before the com- 
mittee General Miles said that if the 
bill introduced by Senator Hawley 
at the instance of the war depart- 
ment for the organizatin of a general 
staff for the army should become a 
law he would decline to longer hold 


his commission. 

The reason he gave for the statement 
is that the bill is utterly subversive of the 
interests of the miltary establishment 
and he said that he would not be a 
party to such a proceeding to the extent 
even of continuing to hold his place. 

The portion of the bill to which he 
directed his especial criticism is that 
contained in section reading as fol- 


lows: 

That from and after the passage of 
this act the senior general officer of 
the army shall be assigned to com- 
mand such portion of the army as 
the president may direct or be de- 
tailed to duty in the general staff 
corps. All duties prescribed by law 
for the commanding general of the 
army shall be performed by the chief 
of general staff or other general of- 
ficer designated by the secretary of 
war. Provided, That so long as the 
present lieutenant general of the army 
continues on the active list he shall 
be the chief of the general staff and 
upon the‘separation from active serv- 
ice of the said Meutengnt general of 
the army, said officer, except ‘as-here- 
in provided, shall cease and determine. 
General Miles said that if this provision 


should become a law it would have the 


effect of destroying the unity of the army 
and he read numerous authorities, in- 
cluding Napoleon, Wellington, Washing- 
ton, Cass and Grant to show the neces- 
sity of having one head to the army 
and of controlling authority.. His own 
experience and observation had, he said, 
had the effect of confirming these views 
and he gave an illustration of its bene- 
ficial effect in time of emergency, in- 
stancing the beginning of the war with

the Spanish fleet tad been located definite- 
y at Santiago and I hastened to the 
home of Secretary Long, where the news 
was confirmed.

He declared that under section 7 
it would be competent to one day pro- 
mote a captain to the position of a 
brigadier general and next “~y make 
him chief of staff, thus practically 
placing a captain at the head of the 
army. Warming up somewhat he 
asserted that the bill was calculated 
to accomplish no purpose except to 


allow the secretary of war and the 


adjutant general to promote the in- 


terest of their personal favorites. 


General Miles was questioned as to the 
reasons for locating the American army 
of occupation at Tampa and holding it 
there along with the resulting congestion. 
Replying to the first question he said that 
it was because of the order to occupy 
Havana. The delay was due, he said, 
to the fact that the American army 
was supplied with only sixty-four rounds

Principle and Imperialistic in 
Tendency — Measure Born 
of Hysteria, Mr. Money 
Asserts. 


Washington, March 20.—Throughout to- 
day’s session of the senate the Dill pro- 
viding for the protection of the presi- 
dent of the United States was under 
discussion. Just before adjournment an 
agreement was reached to vote on the 
measure and pending amendments at 
4 o'clock. The speakers today were 
Messrs. Pettus, of Alabama, Hawley, of 
Connecticut, and Nelson, of Minnesota, 
in support of the bill, and Messrs. Raw- 
lins, of Utah, McCumber, of North Da- 
kota, Mallory, of Florida, Carmack, of 
Tennessee, and Money and McLaurin, of 
Mississippi, in opposition to it. 

The speeches in the main were a rein- 
forcement of arguments that have been 
advanced heretofore, few new points be- 
ing raised. The principal point made 
by the opponents of the measure was 
that federal officials ought to be treated 
in the courts precisely as are other citi- 
zens. 

Three substitutes for the bill are pend- 
ing and will be pressed when the meet: 
ing begins tomorrow. 

Legislation Without Precedent. 


Mr. Mallory, of Florida, said the pro- 
posed legislation was most important. 
It was novel and practically without pre- 
cedent in the history of the country. 
He said there was no doubt of the power 
of congress to provide protection for 


‘federal “officers ptt ~ “e~ hela that: thie’ 


punishmer* should not be inflicted ex- 
cept when it was. established that the 
offense was committed against.the presi- 
dent or other official only when he. was 


in the performance of his duty as such 


officer. 

He held that it was not within the 
power of congress to throw the mantle 
of proteetion around an official of the 
United States merely because he was 
such an official.

OTHER BEET SUGAR MEN 
| - WILL GIVE BURROWS AID 


Indications Are That the House Op- 
ponents of the Measure Will 
Depend on the Senators 
To Compass Its Defeat.

Washington, March 2.—(Special.)—If 
Senator Burrows, of Michigan, acts on the 
line he is now talking, he will organize 
i the stiffest kind of a fight against the 
Cuban reciprocity bill when it reaches 
the senate. 

Like many another senator who has de- 
clared that he would “die in the last 
ditch’’ before allowing a certain piece of 
legislation to be enacted, Senator Bur- 
rows is talking with a great deal of 
vigor. There is a disposition among some 
of his republican colleagues, therefore, to 


] believe that his opposition will end in talk 


or in a perfunctory sort of fight against 
the bill, which is practically the same 


thing. ‘ 

But some men closest to Serator Bur- 
rows believe he is in earnest in his de- 
| terinination to:use every weapon at his 
command to prevent the enactment of the 
measure which he thinks would work 
much harm to the sugar interests of his 
state. These gentlemen, who are Ta- 
miliar with the conditions in Michigan, 
explain that the situation opens up a 
very pretty oppoftunity for Senator Bur- 
rows. 

Senator Burrows’ Opportunity. 

So important is the sugar industry in 
Michigan that practically all of the peo- 
ple of the state sympathize with the ef- 
fort to give it the fullest measure of pro- 
tection. .That the persons directly 
and indirectly interested are able 
to cut a very considerable figure politi- 
cally seems evident from ‘the fact that 
all of the members of the Michigan del- 
egation in the house have been most ac- 
tive against the reduction which the 
Payne bill, in response to the instructions 
of the republican caucus, will carry.

Hare, professor of therapeutics in the 
Jefferson Medical college, of Philadelphia, 
was called by Mr. Osborne in the Patrick 
trial. He qualified as an expert on cltioro- 
form and the qgsistant district attor- 
ney agked him a long hypothetical ques- 
tion, reciting “he circumstances of Mr. 
Rice’s illness and death as described by 
Charles F. Jones. 

Dr. Hare said that death would result 
from putting a cone, such as Jones de- 
scribed, over the face of a sleeping man 
84 years old. 

Dr. Hare said he had made many ex- 
periments with chloroform 
rot believe the odor could be distinguish- 
ed an hour after the drug was adminis- 
tered. Mr. Osborne described the burning 
of the towel with a sponge as told by 
Jones. He said there was no reason why 
it should not burn. 

In reply to a question from a juror, 
Dr. Hare said that a cone of chloroetorm 
such as Jones testified to having placed 
over the face of Rice, might kill a sleep- 
ing man without causing a struggle. — 

Dr. W. Coleman Kemp testified that 
assuming the ccnditions to be as described 
by Jones instantaneous death mfght 
be the effect of a cone of chloroform 
placed or the patient’s face. 

The district attorney recalled Charles 
F. Jones who said that Patrick began 
to grow a beard about two weeks before 
the death of Mr. Rice. 

Maria Scott, the colored caretaker of 
Mr. Rice’s room, who testified that she 
euw Patrick and Mr. Rice together sev- 
eral weeks earlier than that date, said 
Patrick always wore a beard.

Chamberlain Intimated That the 
Irishman Was a Traitor, and 
the Latter Retorted That 
the Secretary Was 
a Liar. 


London, March 20.—One of the liveliest 
scenes witnessed in the house of commons 
since the palmiest days of the Irish 
nationalists, ended this afternoon with 
the suspension of John Dillon. 

During the discussion of the South Af- 
rican affairs the liberal jeader, Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, vigorously protest- 
ed against the government's conduct 
in using malignant slander in call- 
ing the liberals pro- Boers. These 
sianders, Sir Henry said, were used for 
party purposes. The government, which 
bad been going from blunder to blunder, 
claimed immunity from criticism, and if 
this continued it would follow ‘“‘the pre- 
cedent of the evil days of the war.’’ The 
speaker proceeded to give a bitter detailed 
criticism of the government’s treatment 
of the Boers and its miscalculations, de- 
claring that the boncr and interests of 
the country were just as dear to the 
liberals as to the most supercillious de- 
fender of the government’s policy, and 
the liberals would continue to protest, in 
the name of the righteous and generous 
traditions of the nation, against the 
methods of the government. 

Chamberlain Grows Better. 

The colonial secretary, Mr. Chamberlain, 
in the course of an equally incisive reply, 
said he desired to deliberately accuse Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman of losing no 
opportunity for slandering his country- 
men, the soldiers and the government. 
Consequently, the “maiignant slanders 
had come from the opposition side.” 

The speaker, Sir William Court Gully, 
here intervened and declared that the 
term, “malignant slander,” was unpar- 
liamentary. 

Both Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman 
end Mr. Chamberlain thereupon withdrew 
the words amid cheers. 

Mr. Chamberlain, proceeding, referred 
to the Boers who are fighting on the 
British side; when John Dillon, Irish 
nationalist, interjected, “‘They are trait- 
ors’’ upon which Mr. Chamberlain re- 
torted, “‘The honorable gentleman is a 
good judge of traitors.”’ 


A scene of great confusion ensued. 
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JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN, 
The Bellicose Colonial Secretary of 
Great Britain. 
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When order was partiaily restored Mr. 


| Dillon demanded a ruling on Mr. Cham- 


berlain’s words. 

The speaker said: | 

“‘An honorable member spoke of soldiers 
fighting under the British flag as traitors. 
I deprecated the interruptior ard IL depre- 
cated the retort of the other member ” 

Dillon Gives the Liar. 

Mr. Dillon then said: 

“I will tel] the right honorable member 
that He is a damned liar.’’ 

A dead silence followed this remark. 
Such unparliamentary language seened 
to stun the house. 

The speaker invited Mr. Dillon to with- 
craw the expression, but the latter said: 

“I will mot withdraw.’’ 

“Then I must name you,” 
speaker. 

The government leader, A. J. Balfour, 
then said: 

“I beg to move that Mr. Dillon be sus- 
pended from service in the house.’’ 

The motion was carried by 248 to 48 
votes. 

Mr. Dillon immediately, by direction of 
hie speaker; left the house amid/ wild 
nationalist cheers and Mr. Chumberlain 
resumed his speech. Mr. Dillon’s suspen- 
sion, under the present rules, cannot ex- 
ceed a week. His offense would have 
been much more severely dealt with had 
the new rules been in force. 


Atmosphere Not Cleared. 


The ejection of Mr. Dillon did not serve 
to clear the atmosphere. 

David Lloyd-George Welsh, nationalist, 
bitterly attacked the government, draw- 
ing a harrowing picture of the conditions 
in South Africa, and charged the war 
office with pigeonholing important in- 
formation. 

Sir Charles Cayzer, conservative, inter- 
rupted Mr. Lloyd-George, saying the 
speaker was playing to the pro-Boers, 
whereupon Mr. Lloyd-George character- 
ized the interruption as ‘‘an tnsolent re- 
mark.’’ This caused confusion in the 
house and cries of. ‘‘withdraw.” 

John Redmond, leader of the Irish party 
in the house of commons, appealed to the 
chair, and Sir Charles reluctantly with- 
drew his statement. 

W. R. Plummer, conservative, and Mr. 
Redmond then had an altercation, and, 
after more disorder, Mr. Lloyd-George 
succeeded in finishing with the remark 
that he did not know who was responsi- 
ble for all the errors and incompetency in 
South Africa, but that the men who had 
profited by the conditions now sat upon 
the government bench.

‘“‘Unparalleled,’’ ‘‘stupendous,’’ ‘‘amaz- 
ing,’’ are a few of the adjectives applied 
to’ this bombshell. The anti-monopoly 
role assumed by the American side has 
brought them the adherence of a number 
of influential retailers who were opposed 
to the Imperial Tobacco Company’s boy- 
cott, and already one firm, owning many 
stores in the metropolis, has posted no- 
tices of its refusal to exclude American 
goods and of its intention to discontinue 
selling Imperial brands. 

Ogden’s (limited) today sent out iv,000 
telegrams from their Liverpool head- 
quarters, carrying the gnnouncement of 
their offer to every tobacco tradesman in 
England. The fact that Ogden’s business 
in 1900 amounted to nearly £966,000 indi- 
cates the enormity of the sum they are 
expected to expend in bonuses. 

The London tobacconists immediately 
called a meeting for tomorrow to con- 
sider their future action. 

As cabled to the Associated Press from 
London March 18, the Imperial Tobacco 
Company (the British tobaccd combine) 
had issued a circular offering large bo- 
nuses to its customers who would under- 
take not to sell American goods for a 
terms of years. 

The comment in the papers on the 
Startling development in the _ tobacco 
struggle is mainly confined to wae serious 
effect of the introduction of American 
methods into Great Britain. 

The Daily Chronicle in an editorial re- 
fers to the appeal of the Canadian manu- 
facturers for legislative interference 
against the American Tobaeco combine, 
and says.the remedy is worse than the 
disease,but that these latest developments 
on Ameroican lines are so extraordinary 
that they may possibly, at some future 
time, require extraordinary rem des. 

The Daily News says that*expensive to- 
bacco, which will be the final outcome of 
the struggle, may not be a serious éyil. 
But it will extend to the necessaries of 
life, continues The News, which would be 
a much graver thing, to say nothing of 
the possible political corruption which 
may be the result of the trust system in 
the United States.

The trap was sprung by Sheriff Har- 
ding, and about fifteen minutes later the 
negro was declared dead and the body 
cut down. The execution was private, 
and witnessed only by a few pers#ny. 

The murder for which Gordin paid the 
death penalty was one of unusual cold- 
bloodedness and atrocity. In the pres- 
ence of his four little children he beat 
his wife into insensibility with a club, 
stamped her face into an unrecognizable 
mass, and then mutilated the body in the 
most horrible manner. 

When placed on trial he attempted no 
defense, and seemed to take an especial 
pride in the fiendishness of the crime.

Willemstadt, Island of Curacoa, March 
1).—The Venezuelan revclution, headed 
by General Matos, seems to be taking 
form. Eight hundred revolutionists, un- 
der General Penalozo, are besieging 
Carupano, a seaport town in the state 
of Bermudez avd the revolutionists un- 
der General Monagas have surrounded 
Barcelon, the capital of the state of Ber- 
mudez. 

General Riera, who escaped the pursuit 
of the Venezuelan government troops at 
Cumarebo, ‘in tBe state of Falcon, is 
marching toward Tucacas, 2 seaport town 
in e state of Lara, which place is to 
be attacked on land by his troops and 
from the sea by the revolutionary steam- 
er Bolivar. 

The Venezuelan government is sending 
troops to El Hacha to intercept General 
Kiera and prevent the junction of his 
troops with the revolutionists in the bar- 
quisimeto district. 

The revolutionists have cut the cable 
to Barcelona, and consequently the Vene- 
zuelan government is without news fron 
Carupano. . 

The situation is said to be critical for 
President Castro. 

The Venez@elan fleet is not in condition 
to pursue the Bolivar and the plans of 
President Castro to capture her have 
failed. 

General Sturbe, the . president of the 
state of Guanare, has been, with his staff, 
taken priosner by the revolutionists. 


ATTACK OF REBELS FEARED. 


Barricades Are Being Erected at 
Colon and. Panama. 

Colon, Colombia, March 20.—The govern- 
ment is continuing to erect barricades and 
works of defense here and at Panama in 
anticipation of a liberal attack. The gov- 
ernment forces on the isthmus now num- 
ber over 2,000 men. A British man of war 
is expected at Colon shortly. 

In addition to the hundred thousand 
pesos to be forcibly collected by the gov- 
ernment from the liberals of Panama 
and Colon the ad valorem dutfes were 
increased today by 60 per cent. 

Panama, Colombia, March 20.—Some fif- 
ty officers and soldiers, remnants of the 
government forces engaged recently at 
Agua Dulce, and who were taken pris- 
oners by the revolutionists, arrived here 
today.

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FIRST TO DRAW 
 SURVIVE-A FEUD 


Death Wipes Out Family Dif- 
ferences Covering a Period 
of Five Years. 


SCENE OF THE TRAGEDY 
LAID IN KNOXVILLE, TENN. 


‘wo Jones Boys Kill Howard Soon 
After They Reached the City. 
Now Believing It Was a 
a Survival of the 
Fittest. 


Knoxville, Tenn., March 20.—(Special.)-- 
The fifth tragedy in the Howard-McGhee- 
Jones feud was enacted in this city yes- 
terday afternoon when Tom Howard, a 
young man about twenty-eight years of 
age, was shot and instantly killed in a 
shooting gallery by Joshua and Moultrie 
Jones, of Monroe county, Tennessee. The 
men met within ten minutes after the 
Joneses had reached the city on a train, 
and the killing was done so quickly that 
it was with difficulty that the details 
were ascertained by the coroner’s jury. 

Both men are apparently not disturbed 
over the affair, and talk spatingly about 
it; but seemed of the opinion that it was 
a case of the survival of the fittest, for 
had they not killed Howard, he might 
have killed them sooner or later. 

Previous to the street car men’s strike 
here last August Howard was employed 
‘as a car‘conductor. He was a quiet, un- 
assuming man, and was well liked by the 
patrons of his cars. He was in appear- 
ance a most peaceable man, but was con- 
sidered nervy. 

History of the Feud. 

The Howerd-McGhee-Jones feud begun 
nearly four years ago in Monroe county, 
when John McGhee and his son shot and 
killed Henry and Ernest Howard, broth- 
ers of Tom, and James Murray. 

The story goes that the three Howards 
and Murray and the two McGhees met 
near McGhee’s house and words énsued 
on account of Tom Howard having mar- 
ried one of McGhee’s daughters, and the 
daughter having secured a divorce, and 
Tom then having married another of Mc- 
Ghee’s daughters, with whom he was 
then living. Tom Howard was injured in 
the affray, and it is said ‘that had not 
Howard's second wife interfered her 
father or brother would likely have kill- 
ed him at that time. 

The Jones family became identified with 
the affair by reason of being kinspeople 
of the McGhees. When the McGhees were 
tried the first time at Madisonville, Tenn., 
on the charge of a triple murder, Tom 
Howard and Moultrie Jones, a nephew of 
John McGhee and one of the men in yes- 
terday’s shooting, had a fight, in which 
Tom Howard was stabbed by Jones. 

The McGhees were, by decision of the 
supreme court, given a second trial, and 
when this trial occurred Tom Howard and 
Moultrie Jones renewed their troubles in 
front of the Clew hotel at Madisonville. 
Charles Jones, father of Moultrie, inter- 
fered in an effort to stop the fight and to 
prevent what appeared would result in 
Tom and Moultrie killing one another. 
Tom Howard thereupon shot and killed 
Charles Jones. Moultrie Jones, it is said, 
vowed his intention to kill Tom Howard 
before he died, and it is presumed the 
terrible work of yesterday was the carry- 
ing out of this threat, if it was made. 

Excitement in the immediate vicinity of 
the shooting yesterday afternoon was In- 
tense for a titae, but no trouble is feared 
as a result of the affair. The men are 
in custody, and will be given a prelim- 
inary hearing probably tomorrow or Sat- 
urday. Reports that lynching was fiti- 
mated are untrue.

for the names. ” 


The printed rep /t of the testimony 
of Secretary Root, before the military 
committee, on this bill, was made public 
today. 

Why Root Favors Bill. 

In his statement the secretary saic 
that the general staff of the army, as it 
is proposed to organize it under this 
bill, would be simply an advisory board 
and that its principal duty would be tliat 
of an advisory board. He said: 

‘It proposes to create by detail from 
the officers of the army a body of officers 
who shall be charged,*in the first place, 
with the duty of doing military think- 
ing. The primary idea is not to give 
orders. It is to prepare plans for the 
men who give the orders. The command- 
er in chief may accept the’plans or not as 
he may pleise. 

“The plan of the bill is to have the chief 
of staff selected by the president as com- 
mander in chief, and to have it so that 
he will come in with the president and 
go out with the president.’’ 

Senetor Bate said: 

“Do I understand that there is a limit 
to their power so that they will not in- 
terfere with the lieutenant general?’ 

Secretary Root said in answer: 

“The pro itn is to have the lieuten- 
ant general to decide.” ~ 

As to the work of this‘character during 
the war with Spain Secretary Root said: 

“If we had not had an adjutant gen- 
eral with the strength of ten men, with 
a wonderful physique and extraordinary 
executive capacity, the whole systém 
would have been broken down abso- 
lutely.”’ :

groes were killed oujright and three were. 


horribly beaten, two of whom may die. 

One of the victims was Elijah Drake. 
It is claimed that Morgan Ball, a white 
man, made Drake walk out into the Mis- 
sissippi river and then shot him dead. 
The body washed ashore, the water be- 
ing shallow, and Ball made another negro 
tie a rope around Drake’s neck and pull 
him into the current in the middle of the 
river. 

The name of the other negro who was 
killed could not be learned, but it is said 
several white men had a hand in the 
killing. 

Henry Smith, another negro, was cruel- 
ly lashed with a whip and clubs, and is 
seriously hurt. An unknown negro was 
shot twice, and may die. 

Caused by Chicken Stealing. 

It is reported that the trouble grew out 
of the stealing of chickens by one of the 
negroes. Several other crimes are re- 
ported to have occurred there. It is also 
alleged that parties have blind tigers 
there. anc are selling whisky without 
license.

AYDLETT MAKES HARD FIGHT 


There Is Some Feeling Age=st Him 
for His Active Defense of Wil- 
cox—Judge Will Deliver 
His Charge to the 
Jury Today. 


Elizabeth City, N. C., March 20.—Solici- 
tor George Ward spoke for. the state this 
morning at the trial of James Wilcox, 
charged with the murder of Nellie Crop- 
sey. He contended that the evidence of 
the doctors against drowning was Cor7- 
clusive. He reviewed the testimony of 
the medical men and asserted that the 
girl was murdered and that Wilcox was 
guilty as charged. He said Wilcox had 
bitter at the repulses he had re- 
ceived from Miss Cropsey and had made 
up his mind to win her back or kill her. 

Ihe argument was clos:d by E. R. 
Aydlett, counsel for the defense. He re- 
viewed the entire evidence in detail, 
Among other things he said: 

“The Cropseys have my sympathy. I 
have before exterded it from my own 
lips. I do not blame Mr. Cropsey for try- 
ing to find out the couse of the death of 
his girl. But tet us look into the evi- 
dence in this case. 

“The people of North Carolina want 
henest verdicts. The doctors say there 
are three tests of drowning and that they 
do not apply in cases where the body had 
been dead over four or five weeks. The 
doctors in this case admit that they did 
rot examine the windpipes and other 
tubes of the lungs. This is where one of 
the symtoms is found. The witer could 
have left the lungs and stomach by nat- 
ural processes in the course of thigty- 
seven days. There is no evidence that 
the girl was not drowned.” 

If, however, ‘she was killed, he contend- 
ed that the defendant had nothing to do 
with it. He had neither the motive nor 
the opportunity, Mr. Aydlett said. 

The court house was filled with spec- 
tators this afternoon, but scon after Mr. 
Aydlett began there was quite an exodus 
from the aisles. There is some feeling 
against him on account of his activity 
in behalf of the defendant. Judge Jones 
will charge the jury tomorrow.

CASHIER W. W. WRIGLEY DEAD 


WAS ONE OF MACON’S MOST 
PROMINENT CITIZENS. 


Was Porbably Oldest Cashier in 
Point of Continuous Service in 
the South.

Macon, Ga., March 20.—(Special.)—W. 
W. Wrigley, one of Macon’s best known 
citizens and oldest banking men, died 
this afternoon at his residence on Third 
street after a short illness from grip. 
His death was a great surprise . 

The deceased had been cashier: of the 
First national bank, of Macon, ever since 
its organization in-1865, a period of thir- 
ty-seven years. He was also manager 
of the Macon clearing house, and treas- 
urer of the bond fund of the Macon vol- 
unteer armory.

The deceased was born in Macon Octo- 
ber 31, 1841.

Trouble Was Predicted and Run on 
Bank Followed—President Sim- 
mons Says Assets Will 
Offset Liabilities of 
People’s Bank. 


Americus, Ga., March 20.—(Special.)— 
The People’s bank, of Americus, W. H. 
Simmons president, made an assignment 
this morning. The closing of this well- 
known financial institution has created 
considerable surprise, as it was always 
accorded liberal patronag?. 

President Simmons, in a personal in- 
terview, says that reports of insolvency 
maliciously circulated started a quiet run, 
which extended for nearly a week, during 


which time the bank paid out al] available 


funds. Realizing the inevitable result he 
voluntarily made an assignment to G. 
R. Ellis. 

A statement of the bank’s condition has 
not yet been prepared, but President Sim- 
mons states that the assets are mvre 
than sufficient to offset the iiabilities. 

The People’s bank of Americus is capl- 
talized at $50,000, President Simmons con- 
trolling a large majority of the stock, 
while members of his family had $13,000 
deposited there. Sumter county had over 
$6,000 on deposit, while other depositors 
had amounts ranging froma few dollars 
to $2,000. The total amount due creditors 
may aggregate $30,000. 

President Simmons enjoys the highest 
confidence of the people of Americus and 
the belief generally prevails that the 
bank’s indebtedness will be entirely liqui- 
dated. President Simmons was the per- 
sonal] friend of tue late Charles Broad- 
way Rouss and his former business asso- 
ciate. in New York. When Mr. Rouss 
died recently some one here started an 
idle rumor that President Simmons’ bank 
would probably be affected thereby. This 
story was repeated and embellished with 
the result that the run on the bank was 
precipitated.

The physicians declare Mrs. Blake was 
outraged, that her. death was 
produced either from strangulation or 
suffocation. There was conclusive evi- 
dence that the old lady had been fear- 
fully tortured before being put to death. 
Her body bore bruises and scratches and 
other signs of brutal treatment. 

Colonel Howard Thompson, of this city, 
reprefented the stat> at the investigation 
today. He probed deep into the case and 
brought to light every fact which tended 
to clear up the awful tragedy. 

Murder, Says the Jury. 

At the conclusion of the investigation 
the coroner’s jury rendered a_ verdict 
to the effect that Mrs. Blake came to her 
death from suffocation or strangulation 
at the hands of Harve Stover and Charley 
Pirkle, and that the same was murder, 
and recommended that the two men be 
held for trial on the above charge. 

This puts the crime unquestionably up- 
on the two men in jail here, and every 
indication points to their corgriction when 
they stand trial. 

Pirkle and Stover still refuse to talk 
about the crime further than to deny 
their guilt and declare they had nothing 
to do with it. They lounge around in 
their cells and are seemingly unconscious 
of the enormity of the crime of which 
they are charged. 

At the hearing today they were not 
even represented by an attorney. They 
refuse to have their pictures taken, and 
are very reticent and cautious about re- 
ceiving any visitors whatever.

Suffrage .n Virginia. 

The constitutional convention of 
Virginia is still in a Titanic struggle 
with the suffrage question. The dem- 
ocratic party pledged itself in the 
event of the ordering of the conven- 
tion to take action that would elimi- 
nate the negro as a political factor in 
the politics of the state. How to do 
this without directly contravening the 
amendments to the constitution of the 
United States that were made to safe- 
guard suffrage to the negro is the is- 
sue on which the convention at Rich- 
mond is divided. 

It is sincerely to be hoped that the 
wisdom of that excellent body of pa- 
triotic Virginians may find a way out 
satisfactory to the people of the state 
and that will not lend fire and fury to 
the present republican disfranchise- 
ment campaign against the southern 
states. It should be within the range 
of legislative invention to minimize to 
the lowest limits the influence of the 
massive ignorant and corruptible ne- 
gro vote in the state, and yet avoid 
collision with the constitution of the 
United States. 

We think it really regrettable that 
all of her sister southern states aave 
not followed the plain, practical and 
constitutional path in this matter of 
suffrage that was taken by Georgia in 
1877. The negro vote no longer men- 
aces or disturbs our politics. He has 
within twenty-five years gradually and 

‘effectively disfranchised himself by 
the operations of law upon his own 
laches. The Georgia system is abso- 
lutely constitutional and neither 
Moody ncr Crumpacker have aught to 
Say against it. Georgia is not includ- 
ed in their indictment of southern dis- 
franchising states. Virginia could 
scarcely do better for herself than to 
adopt our Georgia article in totidem 
ver bis. 

Briefly stated, the Georgia system 
requires that every man, white and 
black, shall pay all taxes, poll tax or 
other kinds, that may have been re- 
quired of him iawfully since the adop- 
ticn of the constitution in 1877. If the 
citizen is clear on the tax books he 
can qualify and vote; if he is a de- 
faulter for taxes, he cannot qualify 
and vote. This prerequisite applies 
to all citizens of voting age and of 
any color, and works automatically at 
the tax office. Any voter can enfrgn- 
chise or disfranchise himself at his 
own election. The system is constitu- 

k tional beyond all question, works with 
precision and has redeemed Georgia 
absolutely from every suffrage abuse 
that Virginia is now trying to unload. 


No Help to Cuba. 

Yesterday we characterized the re- 
publican treatment of Cuba’s case as 
a& mere piece of campaign claptrap. 
We said it offered no relief to-the 
over-burdened and lianguishing vital 
industries 2f the unhappy Cubans. 
The proof that we were right in our 
estimate comes with the official figures 
which show that even under the 20 
per cent reduction of duties Cuba will 
still be compelled to sell us her sugar 
crop at less than the cost of produc- 
tion! 

Under the present tariff the loss to 
Cuba on "4¥0,850 tons of sugar sold to 
us in 1901 was $3,926,800. Estimating 
the results upon the basis of existing 
competition from European beet su- 
gars and the prices established by 
them, the loss to Cuba even under the 
20 per cent reduction of our tariff 
rates, will be $639,702. Cuban sugar 
duty paid in New York rates at 4.10 
cents per pound, while European 
bounty-fed beet sugar is laid down, 
duty paid, on the same wharf at 3.50 
cents per pound. In order for the Cu- 
ban product to compete with the Euro- 
pean stuff the former must lose six- 

tenths of a cent per pound! In order 
for the Cuban producer to have even a

After that 
all else will come easy. 

Every.southern state and every unit 
territory in every such state needs a 
thoroughly equipped and efficiently 
taught common school. Educate the 
children in the country, for they are 
to become the forceful citizens of our 
cities later on, and we will guaran- 
tee to our country and our posterity a 
nation whose intelligence, conscience 
and constructiveness will not only 
defy the competition, but capture the 
control of world-wide civilization! 


Jonah and the Whale. 

It may be that the pension attor- 
neys’ trust, which thinks that it com- 
prises the entire crew of the admin- 
istrationship, is making the mistake 
of its life in trying to force the re- 
moval of Pension Commissioner 
Evans. ; 

That trust has been one of the most 
rapacious ana troublesome elements 
in the republican party for many 
years, and it has managed, by a skill- 
ful manipulation of the old svidier 
vote, to burden the party and the peo- 
ple with the most enormous pension 
roll of all history.

The culture pf American ginseng is & 
new industry that 1s just beginning to at- 
tract the attention of a very few of the

quite plentiful in this part of the state, 
but the advent of the lumberman with 
his ax, together with the persistent, con- 


caused it to disappear like frost before 
the sunshine. The continued decrease in

it, always ending in failure, caused the 
belief to become general that ginseng 
could not be cultivated.

HANNA IS GREATLY CHAGRINED 
BY BOLT ON SHIP SUBSIDY BILL 


Senator Expected Measure to Receive Solid Repub- 
lican Vote==Bill Will Have a Hard Time Get- 
ting Through the House. 


Washington, March 20.—(Special.)—There 
can be no question that Senator Frye, 
Senator Hanna and the other advocates 
of the ship subsidy measure are not a 
little chagrined over the failure of that 
meaSure to receive the solid republican 
vote of the senate. There is some dis- 
position on their part to charge bad 
faith upon Senators Allison and Spooner 
especially, for it was given out with con- 
fidence just before the voting began that 
these senators had been satisfied by 
agreement to accept the Allison amend- 
ments and would vote for the bill. They 
claim that this announcement was un- 
authorized; and in their behalf it is also 
claimed that the failure to adopt two of 
Senator Allison’s amendments was suffi- 
cient warrant for’ their breaking any 
agreement that may have existed. 

There is no attempt to minimize the sig- 
nificance of the action of the senators 
from three solid republican states in vot- 
ing against this bill. These three states 
are represented in the house by twen- 
three votes. If the representatives from 
Iowa, Wisconsin and Vermont decide to 
vote against the bill as the senaters from 
those states have done, its chances for 
passage through the house are very slim, 
indeed. That number of republicans, 
acting. together, could undeniably pre- 
vent the passage of the bill, even if it 
were allowed to come to a vote; but if 
there is this sort of opposition, it is very 
safe to predict that the house managers, 
many of whom are not at all enthusiastic 
over the meaSure, will let it rest in the 
pigeon holes of the cogmmittee on com- 
merce, to which it will be referred. 


Henderson Opposed to It. 


As has been stated, Speaker Hender- 
son is not at all warm toward the meas- 
ute. The fact that Senators Allison and 
Dolliver carried their opposition to the 
extent of voting against the measure is 
calculated to stiffen the speaker’s back- 
bone. He has these votes and the votes 
‘of the two senators from Wisconsin to 
cite as evidence of the truth of his con- 
tention that the republicans of the mid- 
dle west and the northwest are not fa- 
vorable to this subsidy measure. 

When reference is made to the favora- 
ble vote of other senators from that sec- 
tion of the country, the republican oppo- 
nents of the subsidy measure say un- 
pleasant things about the Influences which: 
were brought te bear in its behalf; they 
seem to think that a great many other 
senators would have voted against the 
bill if they had cast their votes ac- 
cording to their true sentiments. 

There is no question that a good many 
of the republican senators voted for this 
bill with many misgivings. While they 
acknowledge that Senator Frye and those 
who have been associated with him in 
drafting the measure ought to know best, 
they are dubious from their own analysis 
of the bill whether it will accomplish 
the end its authors claim—the ypbuilding 
of the merchant marine. They are very 
‘much in favor of the principle back of 
this sort of legislation, but a good many 
of them hold that while the present bill 
will pay subsidies to existing linés, it 
is not calculated to bring about any 
material increase in the number of Amer- 
ican flags to be seen in the ports of the 
world. They hold that too great consider- 
ation is shown for American ship uild- 
ers; and some of these republicans go 
go far as to indorse the democratic con- 
tention that American capitalists who 
desire to invest their money in a way 
to develop the merchant marine ought to 
be allowed to buy their ships where they 
can buy them cheapest and register them 
as American.

They 
fail to see how it will be of any especial 
benefit to them to have ship owners paid 
a direct bounty from the treasury. They 
seem to think it makes no difference to 
them whether their exports are carried 
in American bottoms or foreign bottoms. 
If they were convinced that there would 
be such a great increase in the number 
of ships, as the result of this bill, as 
would bring about active competition In 
the carrying of trade, they might be sat- 
i#fied to have the subsidy paid; but they 
ere not convinced that this will follow, 
end the republican politicians of the west 
$ not want to have to go upon the 
stump in congressional elections this fall 
ang argue with the republican farmers 
about the matter. 

There is much talk now 4bout post- 
ponement of consideration until the next 
session of congress. Individual republi- 
cans who are anxious. to save their own 
scalps are responsible for this talk, and 
it may be that their ideas will prevail 
Gespite the strong influences being ex- 
erted on the other side. 

It will mot. however, do to minimize the 
power of the influences which are push- 
ing for the passage-of the’ bill at this 
time. Speaker Henderson, by his change 
of front in the Cuban sugar matter, has 
shown that he is as amenanle to outsidé 
influence as anybody else, and may be 
brought around to look at this matter 
as it .is viewed by Senator Hanna. In 
that case the republican leaders will force 
the consideration of the matter in caucus 
and will attempt to’ bind the opponents 
by the argument of majortty rule. It is 
only in this way that, from present indi- 
cations, the bill can be put ghrough the 
house at this session. If Speaker Hen- 
derson is firm in his position, the measure 
will not be again heard of before the 
next session of congress—if then. 


Marine Hospital Pharmacists. 


Colonel Livingston, at the request of 
Dr. George Payne, of Atlanta, and oth- 
ers, has introduced a bill to reorganize 
ard increase the efficiency of the marine 
hospital service. Under this the presi- 
dent is authorized to direct, appoint and 
cecmmission the pharmacists of the United 
States marine hospital service, now serv- 
ing in that capacity, as “pharmacists, 
United States marine hospital service,’’ 
at an annual compensaticn of $1,200, with 
10 per c2nt increase for each five years 
of service, up to and not exceeding 30 
per cent and present allowances; that 
vacancies in the grade of pharmacists 
shall be filled from the Hst of pharma- 
cists of the United States marine hospital : 
service after three years of satisfactory 
service in that capacity, after due ex- 
amination by a board to be comprised 
equally of medical officers and pharma- 
cists of said service; and after the pass- 
age of this act the pharmacists of the 
marine hospital service shail be entitled 
to the benefits and privileges of all acts 
and regulations which are now in force 
or may hereafter be enacted or estab- 
ished for the commissioned cfficers of 
the marine hospital service.

Councilman Key [Introduces Ordi- 
nances Seéking To Change the 
Regulations of the Police 
Department—Longino 
Ordinance, Passed.

The condition of Atlanta's streets and 
the subject -of removing conduits in the 
streets occupied the major part of yes- 
terday’s session of council. 

Chief Joyner appeared before council and 
stated that the streets were in such a 
miserable condition that it was almost 


impossible for him to get to a fire. He, 


said he had made frequent complaints, 
but it seemed that no department was 
willing to shoulder the _ responsibility. 
The way streets were made impassable 
with belgian blocks was not only a 
menace to life, but might some day cause 
a serious loss of property through the 
inability of the department to reach the 
scene of a fire in time. 

After considerable discussion, the report 
of the joint committee fixing the pay- 
ment of cost of moving conduits was 
adopted. This discussion lasted fully an 
hour. 


Councilman Kontz was the principal op- 
ponent of the report. He said the com- 
panies had received their franchises for 
nothing, and they should be required to 
bear the expense of moving the conduits 
when they were taken up. 

Councilman Key introduced an ordi- 
nance providing that pay of policemen 
shall range from $1.80 to $2.36 a day, and 
that an honor roll be established to be 
composed of men. who have distinguished 
themselves in the service of the city. 

Alderman Longino’s ordinance relative 
to the city boards was adopted. Action 
was postponed on the ordinance affecting 
the charitable institutions which receive 
appropriations from the city. 

Detail of the Meeting. 

Alderman Welch moved the adoption of 
the report of the joint committee rela- 
tive to conduits. 

Councilman Kontz said he thought the 
companies ought to be required to do 
the same as in other’ © es. He said he 
did not think the city ought to stand the 
expense; that the companies had been 
granted the franchises on the implied con- 
dition that they should remove the con- 
duits, when necessary, at their own ex- 
pense. It was a comparatively small 
matter, but a principle was involved. 

Mr. Kontz opposed the report at some 
length. 

Alderman Woodward said he did not 
think Mr. Kontz understood the matter. 
All that the city was doing was to put 
down its water mains, and paying for 
them as it went. 

Mr. Kontz said he saw by the papers 
that the report.,.would probably be unani- 
mously adopted. He did not propose that 
it should. 

Councilman Key said the matter had 
received more consideration than it de- 
served; that the original Welch resolu- 
tion gave no power of any great im- 
portance. It was solely a question of ex- 
pense and who was to bear it. He moved 
that the original resolution be passed. 

Councilman Beck favored the adoption 
of the report of the joint committee. 
CounciIman Winn called for the previous 
question. Mr. Kontz explained that Coun- 
cilman Key had moved the adoption of 
the original resolution introduced by Al- 
derman Welch at Monday’s meeting. 

The resolution was read, and lost by 
a vote of 11 to 5. 

The report of the committee was then 
adopted by a vote of 11 to 5. 

Longino Ordinance. 

The ordinance of Alderman Longino re- 
quiring city boards to hold regular meet- 
ings, which had been favoraby reported 
by the committee, was unanimously 
adopted. An ordinance, also introduced 
by Alderman Léngino, requiring the 
charitable institutions of the city to file 
regular reports, was read, but action post- 
poned. 

Councilman Key’s ordinance relating 
to the police department was referred to 
the @rdinance and police committees. 

Councilman Key's ordinance provides 
that the city charter be so amended that 
the chief of police shall be given addi- 
tlonal power. 

A resolution by Alderman Gartett pro- 
. viding for the repeir of Houstor street 
was referred to the streets comrnaittee. 

Streets Are Bad. 

Chief Joyner made a statement to coun- 
cil in regard to the wretched condition cf 
the streets. He said that Alabama street 
Was dangerous to the fire department and 
it was hampering the work of his men. 
Belgian blocks that had been taken up 
were piled on the streets and left there. 
It was almost impossible to get down A’a- 
bama street. Many other streets were in 
a similar condition and the state of af- 
fairs was getting unbearablé. Unless 
something was done, it was only a ques- 
tion of time when an enormous loss would 
take place to property as a direct result 
of the department's inability to reach a 
fire in time. 

Councilman Kontz moved that the re- 
port of Chief Joyner be put in writing and 
referred to the committees on fires and 
streets jointly. The motion was ‘adopted. 

An ordinance by Councilman Key affect- 
ing the salaries of policemen was re- 
ferred to the committee on police. Among 
other things, fhe ordinance provides for 
an honor roll to be composed of men who 
have distinguished themselves by hero- 
ism and bravery. Honor men shall re- 
ceive $2.30 a day. Other salaries shal] be 
$1.80. P 

Nine sewer ordinances introduced by 
Councilman Winn were read and referred 
to the sewer committee. 

Council then adjourned.

CHIEF TWENTY-THREE. YEARS 


Hearing of Atlanta’s Dirty Strects 
and Other Troubles, He Offers 
His Services to the City. 

Is in Charleston. 


Thomas E. Veal, former chief of the 
Atlanta sanitary department, wants to 
get his old job back. 

Dr. W. C. Jarnagin, president of the 
board of health, and Mayor Mims, are in 
receipt of letters from Mr. Veal stating 
that he has learned Of the dirty condi- 
tion of Atlanta’s streets and of certain 
dissatisfaction with the sanitary depart- 
ment. He asks that in the event the city 
is contemplating any change in the de- 
partment that he be given a trial. Im- 
mediately on the receipt of ‘this letter 
yesterday morning Mayor Mims referred 
it to Dr. Longino. 

Mr. Veal was chief of the sanitary de- 
partment of Atlanta for. twenty-three 
years, rising to that place from one of 
the two inspectors to the head of a de- 
partment which, when he left it, was 
one of the largest in the city. 

ft was under Mr. Veal’s regime that 
the sanitary department first came into 
prominence through a long drawn out 
investigation regarding certain alleged ir- 
regularities. It was one of the most sen- 
Sational city investigations ever held in 
Atlanta, and ended by Chief Veal being 
cleared of all charges. He retained the 
place for some time after that. Later he 
resigned and accepted a position with the 
Dixon Garbage and Crematory Company, 
of Tolédo, Ohio, with headquarters at 
Chicago. 

Chief Veal was succeeded by J. T. Low- 
ry, whose term of office was also marked 
by a sensational investigation, and who 
resigned at the request of the buard.

Noted Evangelist Lectured to Mixed 
Audience Last Night. 


HE URGED BETTER. HOME LIFE

Said Negro Men Should Think Less 
of Whisky and More of 
Their Women. 


Sam Jones lectured at the Big Bethel 
African Methodist Episcopal church last 
night under the auspices of Morris Brown 
college, the well Known negro institu- 


tion. Z 

Over 500 people heard Mr. Jones, about 
one-third of his hearers being white peo- 
ple. His subject, as announced, was “A 


Medley of Philosophy, Facts and Fun,” 
but Mr. Jones did not speak very close 
to his subject. In the beginning of the 
lecture he stated that he did not intend 
to confine himself to his subject, but 
would telf his hearers such things as he 
thought would do them the most good. 

Mr. Jones devoted the greater part of 
his time to the discussion of problems 
that now confront the negro. He laid 
great stress on practical things and ad- 
vised his hearers to be practical in all 
things and not to seek education that 
would be of no use to them. 

He called upon the negroes to recognize 
the preeminence of character over all 
other things and told them that those of 
them who attain high characters would 
have little to complain of in any way. 

Mr. Jones spoke in his usual forceful 
stvle. He talked plainly on all subjects 
and made no effort to avoi® subjects 
which he knew would be unpleasant to 
his hearers. He stated that the great- 
est need of the negroes was a better home 
life: that the race would never be what 
it should be until its men thought less of 
whisky and more of women, 

Mr. Jones’ address was a very practi- 
cal talk and he succeeded in performing 
the very difficult task of pleasing both 
the white people and negroes in his au- 
dience. 

A feature of the evening’s entertain- 
ment was the music furnished by Morris 
Brown students. 


CLEMENCY REFUSED PEAVY. 


Dooly County Negro Will Have To 
Suffer Death for Murder. 


To Hang Today. 

Governor Candler has declined to in- 
terfere with the execution of John Henry 
Peavy, coloret, which is to take place in 
Dweoly county today, and the negro will 
be hanged for the crime of murder be- 
tween the legal hours. 

He was convicted of the murder of_an- 
ciher negro, Jesse Ford, and charged 
that other parties put him up to the 
crime, and also that there were certain 
others who assisted in its accomplish- 
ment. He admitted, however, that he did 
the killing. 

Some time ago the other parties said 
to have been connected with the crime 
were indicted by the grand jury, and the 
date set for the execution of Peavy came 
along before it was possible to have the 
trial. Governor Candler respited Peavy 
for thirty days. The trial took place and 
Peavy gave his testimony. It is evident, 
hewever, that the jury did nct believe 
what he said, as the other parties were 
fcund not guilty. 

Yesterday a telegram and a number 
of letters came to the prison ccmmission 
in Peavy’s behalf asking that he be re- 
epited for thirty days in order that he 
might have time to make a showing to 
secure a commutation of sentence to life 
imprisonment. The governor, as stated, 
Geclined tg interfere and the execution 
will take place today as scheduled.

Reported That Escaped Convict 
Passed Close to Decatur 


>. 


Warden Hawk Hopes To Hear of His 
Capture at Any Hour—Reward 
Has Not Yet Been In- 
creased—Defective Win- 
dows. 


R. H. Bast, the convict who escaped 
from the federal prison Wednesday night, 
is Teported to have been seen yester- 
day morning near Decatur in DeKalb 
county, and the officials believe they 
will capture him within the next twen- 


ty-four hours. 

It {is almost certain that Bast has not 
gone very far, and it is believed he must 
have failed to provide himself with 
clothes to take the place of his convict’s 
stripes. So long as he wears the stripes 
he cannot hope to go far without de- 
tection. 

Convict Seen at Lakewood. 

At 4:30 o’clock yesterday morning the 
family of Dr. Head, who lives near Lake- 
wood, was aroused by a man knocking at 
the door. When Dr Head answered the 
knock a man without coat or hat and cov- 
ered with mud up to his waist asked for 
a drink of water. 

Dr. Head asked him what was the mat- 
ter with him when the man replied that 
he had been drunk the night before and 
had gotten lost in the woods. He asked 
the road to Atlanta and made inquiries 
concerning several other roads. 

When he left the yard Dr. Head noticed 
that he picked up a white coat and put it 
on. At the time he did not understand 
the reason for this. 

Previous to knocking at Dr. Head’s 
door the man had knocked at the door 
of H. B.* Jordan, who lives in the ad- 
joining house. Mr. Jordan does night 
work and Mrs. Jordan did not answer the 
call. When Mr. Jordan returned home 
this morning he carried a copy of e 
Constitution. 

As soon as Dr. Head saw the photo- 
graphs of East and the story of his es- 
cape he at once identified the man who 
had awakened him for the drink of wa- 
ter as East. 

All the facts in the case substantiate 
this supposition. The man was shaven 
and his hair was close cropped. He had 
no hat. The white coat which he had 
had a number on it which was his reason 
for leaving it in the yard when he went 
It ig thought that East 
purposely put mud all over his trousers 
in order to hide the stripes. 

When he came up to Dr. Head's he 

came from behind Clark university, ac- 
cording to his statement to the doctor. 
- When East jumped from the window, 
through which he had crawfed, he was 
near the front of the building and he 
probably did not risk trying to, reach 
the nearby woods in the rear of the 
building. He must have run to cover 
across the McDonough road and then gone 
toward DeKalb county. This theory is 
borne out by the report that he was 
seen in t*tiat county early yesterday 
morning. This report came from a party 
of men who have been trying to track 
him. 

Warden Hawk sent a deputy to Deca- 
tur yesterday to investigate the report, 
but nothing on which the official could 
work was secured. 

No instructions have yet been received 
authorizing the warden to increase the 
reward for East. The amount is $60 and 
will not be increased until a day or two 
elapses @nd there is less chance of the 
convict being captured close by. 

The window through which East es- 
caped was known to be defective. Ali 
the windows in the basement of the 
prison were consideved unsafe because the 
perpendicular bars did not reach the 
window ledges by several inches and 
it was between the ledge and the points 
of the bars that East squeezed himself 
He is a spare-made man, and if he 
had been any larger there would not have 
been space for him to have passed his 
body. He must have jumped to the win- 
dow and crawled through the opening in 
a few seconds and when his feet touch- 
ed the earth outside he doubtless ‘“‘split 
the wind,’ as fast pedestrianism among 


criminals is expressed. 

Several parves are still looking for 
East and the warden hopes to hear news 
of the capture at any time.

GLENN REPLIES TO CHARGES. 
TATE School Commissioner G. R. 
7? Glenn yesterday gave out a statement 
in which he replied to certain charges 
that have been made by some of his op- 
ponents in the race. An outline of Pro- 
fessor Glenn’s answer was published in 
The Constitution several days ago. 
In the first place Commissioner Glenn 
denies the statement made by one of the 
candidates to the effecé that Ahere was 


'a decrease of 2 per cent in the school 


enrollment between the years 1893 and 1900. 
This statement, he says, is entirely with- 
out foundation. ASB a matter of fact, he 
states, the records show that between 
1895 and 1900 the enroliment increased 
10,000 per year, or a total] of 50,000. In no 
other period of the history of the schools 
has there been so great an increase, he 
states. He admits the truth of the state- 
ment made by the same candidate that 
the pay of the teachers has decreased, 
but this is due, he says, to the fact that 
there has been so large an increase in the 
attendance on the scfools without a cor- 
responding increase in the school fund. 
The result is that more teachers have 
had to be employed and there had to be 
a longer division in the fund. 

Another candidate, he says, made the 
charge that the stamp account of the 
counties of the state for a year was 
$10,000. He asserts the vouchers will show 
that the stamp account of all the coun- 
ties combined dQi not go over $3,000, and 
that the stamp account of his own office 
was only $175. ‘ 

He refutes the charge contained in the 
statement of the same candidate that the 
expenditure of $70,000 for school furniture 


(and for aiding in the building of school 


houses is a “leak he proposes to stop.” 
There is authority of law for e@ e@X- 
penditure of every dollar of thif™ »ney, 
Professor Glenn states, and in every) ‘asé 
it has been necessary and has been ap- 
proved by every official who is responsible 
in this connection. 

Professor Glenn denies that Gédorgia ig 
behindhand in not having uniform text- 
books, and asserts the statement that_ 
there is lack of harmony between him- 
self and other school officers is equally 
unfounded.

is after ‘the pool rooms situated in Col- 
lier’s woods near Piedmont park and the 
members of the association declare they 
intenu running them out of the county 
if they thave to burn the woods. 

The present movement had its incep- 
tion in the, recent fight by the ministers 
of the city before council against the ef- 
fort to legalize pool selling at Piedmont 
park. During the investigation by the 
ministers prior to the meeting of coun- 
cil the fact that two pool rooms were 
running just outside of the city in Col- 
lier’s wood was given prominence. This 
fact was used as an argument by those 
who advocated pools at Pledmont park, 
the fact being advanced that the city 
had only a-limited police jurisdiction over 
the park and that it was in reaHty not 
a part of the city. 

There is no state law against pool rooms 
and so far as the city is concerned it is 
impossible to prevent the sale of pools 
outside the city in Fulton county. 

An effort will be made by the minis- 
ters, reinforced by a number of promi- 


] nent citizens, to suppress the pool rooms 


on the ground that they are a public nui- 
sance. If this fact can be sufficiently es- 
tablished the county officials will be ap- 
pealed to abate it. The association 
has taken the matter up in a systematic, 
aggressive manner. A committee has 
been appointed to investigate the legal 
aspect of the situation and to report to 
the association. It is also stated that it 
is in possession of information from one 
close in ttoueh with the affairs of: the 
pool room mén which will prove. very 
damaging. 

At the regular meeting of the associa- 
tion, which takes place Monday morning, 
work will be begun on the preparation 
of a petition which will be treelyv circu- 
lated throughout the vicinity where the 
pool rooms are operated. A member of 
the association in speaking of the mat- 
ter yesterday, said: 

‘“‘We intend to run the pool rooms out 
of the county, and feel certain we can 
do it. If we don’t succeed this time we'll 
make the matter a political issue and 
insist on legislative candidates declaring 
themselves on the question. The present 
laws were framed in the interests of state.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, March 20.—The so-called special- 
ties etill occupiéd the largest share of atten- 
tion in the stock market today. Their move- 
ments were not quite so wide nor eo feverishly 
erratic as yesterday, but there was stil] an. 
eccentric irregularity in this portion of the 
market. As for the standard stocks that usu- 
ally¥make up the bulk of the trading by rea- 
son of their large capitalization and represen- 
tative character, they were neglected and elug- 
gish, as for some time past.

| cHIcAGO MAREET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, March 20.—Grain markets followed 
@ nervous and erratic course today. Spec- 
ulators were adverse to the consideration of 
anything but weather reports and these being 
abundantly bearish, prices slid downward un- 
til wheat seemed to have arrived at an export 
basis. Large sales on the decline revived the 
dormant bull sentiment and helped other pits 
fympathetically. At the cloce May wheat 
was a shade higher, May corn \%c lower and 
May oats %c lower. Provisions closed 5@10c 
higher. 

There was a general landslide in grains be- 
fore noon, led by wheat. Rains in the west 
end southwest smashed prices. Corn was 
weaker on warmer weather and southwest 
selling, and oats felt panicky for a time. Wheat 
opened easy on cables and the warmer weather. 
but was met with fair support fora time. A 
fair number of buying orders were executed, 
but soon came the slump in the southwest. 
Kansas City and St. Louis were earnestly 
tearish, and prices in those markets were 
rapidly slipping off. At one time St. Louis 
was 2\%c unde. yesterday’s May closing price. 
The local crowd here, who had ‘been taking 
in some stuff, turned about to sell. Longs 
liquidated, stop-loss orders were met, causing 
still further weakness, and before May had 
stopped on its downward course almost ic 
was lost. Speculators overlooked bull news. 
Liverpool continued steady at a small de- 
cline. Seaboard clearances were large and re- 
ceipts were small. Statisticians reported the 
ercp in a less favorable position. There was 
a better continental demand reported early, 
and millers were reported large buyers of May. 
Notwithstanding these conditions the weather 
seemed aul powerful. May, which opened %@ 
%c lower at 74@73%c, sold off to 73%c. Then 
came some covering and the break was stop- 
The big influence, however, came late 
in the shape of reports that wheat was on an 
export basis. New York reported 50 loads 
tuken for export and local cash tracers worked 
the same nnmber. The earlier bullish factors 
iFen became more apparent tothe trader 
and May wheat shot up to a steady close, a 
shade higher at 74%@74\%c. Local receipts 
were 27 cars, none of contract grade. Min- 
neapolis and Duluth received 339 cars, or 
3E€6 fu- the three points, against 422 l@st week 
and 489 a year ago. Primary receiji&ts were 
F37,0C0 bush2ls, compared’ to 637,000 bushels 
lest year. Seaboard clearsaces in wheat and 
flour equaled 701,000 bushels. 

Corn, like wheat, had a firm support the 
first hour, then a sharp break. The market 
was influenced largely by the bearish selling 
in the southwest. St. Louis was selling here. 
There was a large trade, much of which was 
liquidation. The sentiment generally seemed 
bearish on the good weather in the south- 
west, which is expected to hasten pasturing 
end sn increased movement. Cables were 
lower, and after the easy opening the wheat 
break tu:nbled prices downward. Stop loss 
ordess brought further declines, as did news 
that conditions favored seeding. When wheat 
reacted, corn followed up. There was a fair 
cash business and some stuff was worked 
here for export. The recovery, however, was 
not so g00d as in wheat, nd May, after 
selling down to 60%@60%c. closed easy Me 
cown at 60%@6Ic. Receipts were still light 
at 72 cars. 

Speculation in May oats was extremely ner- 
vous. At one time they were hammered ac- 
tively and prices were I%c down. At this 
time large quantities were unloaded. Again 
the market was comparatively strong and there 
was nothing for sale. ‘The weakness in corn 
and wheat affected the market uccordingly, 
and the later revival of strength helped in @ 
recovery. Added to these factors, however. 
was the important rumor thet the leading bull 
in May had unloaded his holdirgs. The trad- 
ers did not know which way to act. July 
and September options suffered with other 
grains, but closed fairly well. May. which 
Gpened unchanged to %c dawn at 43%@43t4c. 
aropped to 42%c, reacted and closed easy %c 
lower at 43%c. Receipts were 79 cars. 

In spite of a large run of hogs at the yards, 
& lower hog market and the depression in 
grains, provisions held up strongly. Packers 
and commission houses were’ buying all 
rrodvets.

SIXTY-ON™ ACRES IN DISPUTE 


John Dunn Sues for Alleged Da e 
to. Reputation — New eidiets 
Company Wants Charter. 
. Batch of Other Court 
News.

Who is the owner of a certain tract 
of land of sixty-one acres located just 
above Atlanta Heights? This question 
Was submitted to a jury in the superior 
court yesterday and will probably be 
decided today. The issue is involved in 
the case Of Mrs. Mary Nesmith, a resi- 
dent of Massachusetts, against Murray 
Ford, defendant, and Albert, Annie and 
Bertie Ford, claimants. The Fords are 
olored and brothers and sisters. 

All of the parties are claiming the 
property, with the exception of Murray 
Ford. He formerly claimed it. Mrs. Nes- 
mith alleges she holds title by virtue 
of a deed from Murray Ford, while his 
‘brother and two sisters contend that he 
never had any right to dispose of the 
property; that he hever owned it. 

According to the evidence, it appears 
that Murray Ford borrowed a sum of 
money.from Mrs. Nesmith and gave as 
security a deed to the property. He failed 
to repay the loan and Mrs. Nesmith ob- 
tained a judgment against him for the 
amount. She then levied on the land to 
satisfy the judgment. Since then, Al- 
bert, Annie and Bertie Ford have come 
forward and asserted their title. 

A number of witnesses have been sum- 
moned and it may be that the trial will 
occupy the entire session of today. Mrs. 
Nesmith is represented by Attorneys 
Ethridge & Pthridge and the claimants 
are represented by Judge Robert L. 
Rodgers. 

Placard Causes Suit. 

Alleging that his reputation has been 
injured by a certain placard, John Dunn 
yesterday brought suit in the city court 
against J. A. Winkles for $1,500 damages. 
According to the petition, the alleged 
action of Winkles resulted from a debt. 

Winkles is a grocery merchant in 
East : Point and. the ~»petition states 
that Dumn owed him $2.40. Dunn con- 
tends that tht debt was only $1.50, which 
he tendered and which Winkles refused. 
Tt is alleged that Winkles then posted 
the following placard on the front of 
his store and later on the interior: 
“Notice. Don’t credit John Dunn. 
won't pay. Nuff sed.—$2.40.” 

Dunn claims that this sign has dam- 
aged him to the extent of $1,500. The 
spit was filed by Attorneys Eb T. Upshaw 
and F. M. Hughes.

“The memory of my one experience in
